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INTRODUCTION. 

It  is  impossible  to  over-estimate  the  value  and  importance  to  the  topographer,  genealogist 
and  local  historian  of  deeds  and  documents  such  as  are  herein  calendared.  Valuable  as  are 
the  records  preserved  in  the  national  depository  the  very  vastness  of  the  collection  renders  the 
investigation  of  documents  having  local  significance  a  matter  of  difficulty,  and  it  is  certainly 
desirable  that  some  decentralisation  should  be  arranged  so  that  local  material  could  be  available 
for  inspection  and  research  in  the  locality  concerned  ;  contingent,  of  course,  upon  sufficient  safe- 
guards being  provided  for  its  custody  and  preservation. 

This  already  has  been  done,  in  some  measure,  with  Manor  Court  Rolls,  and  Walthamstow 
is  one  of  those  places  approved  by  Lord  Hanworth,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  to  receive  and  store 
such  records,  but  the  acquisition  of  deeds,  and  similar  documents,  has  been  left  to  local  authorities 
whose  interest  in  the  matter,  generally  speaking,  is  not  very  great,  or  to  private  collectors,  whose 
material  is  not  usually  available  even  if  its  whereabouts  is  known. 

The  formation  of  an  Antiquarian  Society  in  Walthamstow,  twenty  years  ago,  created  and 
stimulated  interest  in  all  matters  relative  to  local  history,  and  with  the  benevolent  support,  firstly 
of  the  District  Council,  and  subsequently  of  the  Corporation  which  succeeded  it,  a  considerable 
number  of  deeds  relating  to  Walthamstow  have  been  acquired,  and  this  present  Monograph 
represents  the  third  calendar  which  has  been  printed  and  issued  by  the  Society,  in  co-operation 
with  the  governing  authorities  of  the  town. 

Many  deeds  have  been  destroyed  as  obsolete  and  useless,  in  ignorance  of  the  interesting 
and  valuable  particulars  they  contained ;  many  more  have  perished  from  decay,  damp,  fire  and 
the  ravages  of  vermin  ;  and  in  recent  years  many  more  have  been  utilised  for  commercial 
purposes  in  the  manufacture  of  toy  drum-heads,  lamp  shades,  etc.  This  wastage  is  greatly  to  be 
deplored,  and  it  is  therefore  very  desirable  that  the  substance  of  the  material,  of  which  in  many 
cases  they  are  the  only  source,  should  be  preserved  and  made  available,  by  the  agency  of  the 
printing  press,  particularly  as,  under  the  present  system  of  land  registration  and  the  short  period 
necessary  to  constitute  a  title,  the  illuminating  details  which  characterised  deeds  from  the 
sixteenth  to  the  nineteenth  centuries  are  now  lacking:.  Fifty  years  ago  Walthamstow  was  a 
collection  of  scattered  hamlets,  and  with  the  breaking  up  of  the  spacious  grounds  and  gardens 
attached  to  the  larger  houses,  farms  and  agricultural  land,  for  building  purposes,  the  picturesque 
village  has  become  a  populous  town,  and  it  is  only  in  the  earlier  conveyances  and  leases  that  the 
field  names,  with  their  metes  and  bounds,  situation,  ownerships,  and  tenures  are  preserved. 

In  this  pageant  of  the  past  we  see  the  procession  of  Rowes,  Maynards,  Fanshawes, 
Harmans  and  many  others  of  lesser  local  import,  and  are  reminded  that  a  Bishop  of  Bath  and 
Wells  lived  and  died  in  the  parish,  and  that  among  the  "  Protestant  Dissenters  "  the  Revd.  Hugh 
Farmer  ministered  here  for  over  forty  years,  and  that  the  more  celebrated  Nonconformist  Divine, 
and  hymn  writer,  Isaac  Watts,  was  at  least  interested  in  the  district  as  a  trustee  of  the  Meeting 
House,  and  very  probably  as  a  visitor  also.  Glimpses,  too,  are  obtained  of  the  notorious  William 
Pole  Tylney  Long  Wellesley,  and  his  unfortunate  wife  Catherine,  whose  fortune  he  dissipated, 
leaving  her  to  die  in  poverty.  Here,  too,  we  see  the  vicissitudes  of  the  manors,  the  monetary 
difficulties  and  domestic  dissensions  of  their  lords  and  ladies ;  the  sale  of  pews  in  the  church  for 


the  reparations  of  the  chancel  with  the  limited  liability  for  repairs,  and  covenant  for  reinstatement 
if  disturbance  is  occasioned  by  necessity  of  burial,  and  the  meticulous  precision  with  which  the 
positions  of  the  pews  are  indicated.  That  these  repairs  were  necessary  is  shewn  by  the  specimen 
receipts  given,  where  payment  is  made  for  bricklaying  work,  and  the  provision  of  tiles  and  ridge- 
tiles,  with  other  material  for  making  good  the  roof.  The  great  east  window  in  the  church  also 
seems  to  have  been  in  constant  need  of  attention  ;  lights  required  re-leading  and  repairing,  and  it 
would  be  imagined  that  some  other  cause  than  fair  wear  and  tear  was  reponsible  for  the  necessity 
of  providing  so  large  a  number  of  new  quarrels  of  glass. 

Considerable  light  is  shed  on  the  early  days  of  Nonconformity  in  the  district  by  the 
documents  connected  with  the  "  place  of  religious  worship  for  the  Protestant  Dissenters  from  the 
Church  of  England  commonly  called  Presbyterians,"  commencing  with  the  Certificate  of 
Registration  in  1739  for  their  then  newly  erected  premises  in  Marsh  Street,  and  the  subsequent 
filling  up  of  the  vacancies  in  the  trust  occasioned  by  the  decease  of  former  trustees,  notwith- 
standing which,  the  sole  surviver  in  1795  was  Isaac  Solly  the  elder,  who  then,  in  conformity  with 
the  power  vested  in  him,  executed  a  deed  of  appointment  of  twelve  others. 

A  pleasing  instance  of  mutual  agreement  without  litigation  or  other  legal  process  is  found 
in  the  Covenants  of  1817  wherein  the  differences  and  disputes  which  had  arisen  respecting  the 
ownership  and  boundaries  of  certain  plots  of  land  between  the  Lords  of  the  Manors  of  Higham 
Bempsted  and  Salisbury  Hal!  were  satisfactorily  adjusted  and  a  decision  was  determined  upon  as 
to  which  manor  they  actually  belonged  ;  and  although  it  was  discovered,  eight  years  later,  that  a 
mistake  had  been  made,  and  that  certain  pieces  of  land  called  Sheepcote  Braches  had  erroneously 
been  allocated  to  Higham  Bempsted  Manor  when  they  should  have  been  included  in  that  of 
Salisbury  Hall,  the  correction  is  amicably  made  by  the  same  process  of  mutual  agreement. 

The  references  in  the  Schedule  of  Deeds  attached  to  the  Indenture  of  20th  June,  1814, 
and  dated  24th  September,  1796 ;  24th  December,  1796  ;  and  1812  ;  to  "  Woodford  in  the  parish  of 
Walthamstow,"  apply  to  property  on  the  north-east  side  of  Chingford  Lane,  situated  behind  the 
Wilfrid  Lawson  hotel  and  now  known  as  Woodford  Side,  which  was  then,  and  is  now,  in 
Walthamstow,  and  was  never  comprised  within  the  parish  of  Woodford.  Recent  suggestions  for 
boundary  adjustment  in  this  neighbourhood  on  the  part  of  both  Woodford  and  Walthamstow  have 
resulted  in  leaving  matters  as  they  were. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  General  Court  Leet  and  Court  Baron  of  1809  that  the  custom  of 

the  Manors  of  Walthamstow  Toney  and  High  Hall  was  that  known  as  Borough  English,  a  custom 

whereby  the  youngest  son,  and  not  the  eldest,  inherits.    In  this  case  John  Skingle  dying  intestate 

his  youngest  son  Edward  Skingle  is  declared  by  the  court  to  be  the  heir  "according  to  the  custom 

of  the  manor."     This  is  repeated  upon  the  finding  of  the  court  that  Edward  Skingle  is  also  dead, 

intestate,  and  without  issue,  consequently  his  elder  brother  John,  the  next  surviving  younger  son 

of  John  Skingle,  the  elder,  becomes,  by  custom  of   the  Manor,  the  heir  at   law  and  therefore 

entitled  to  the  property,  and  is  admitted,  with  remainder  to  his  wife  Mary  Skingle.     The  origin  of 

this  custom  is  obscure  but  it  was  an  interesting  survival  of  manorial  law  the  jurisdiction  of  which 

is  now  obsolete.

1614,  between  Dame  Anne  Aigall  of  Waltham  Stovve,  late  wife  of 
Sir  Reginald  Argall,  knight,  deceased,  and  William  Rowe,  esqr.,  son  and  heir  apparent 
of  said  Dame  Anne  Argall,  of  the  first  part,  and  Thomas  Lane  of  the  Inner  Temple, 
London,  esqr.,  and  Richard  Saunders  of  Thame,  Oxford,  gentleman,  of  the  other  part. 

Witnesseth  that  whereas  a  marriage  is  by  God's  grace  meant  and  intended  to  be  shortly  had  and  solemnised 
between  the  said  William  Rowe  and  Elizabeth  Percivall,  late  wife  of  James  Percivall,  gentleman,  deceased,  now 
in  consideration  of  the  natural  love  and  affection  which  Dame  Anne  Argall  bears  to  the  said  William  Rowe  and

Chinckford,  Hackney  and  Waltham  Stowe,  in  the  Counties  of  Essex  and  Middlesex,  or  either  of  them, 
excepting  all  waste  ground  and  soil,  parcel  of  the  said  manor  and  the  several  pieces  and  parcels  of  ground 
hereafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  one  piece  of  woodland  railed  the  Sale,  otherwise  Higham  Bushes,  one 
other  piece  of  wood  ground  called  Twelve  Acres  Grove,  one  other  close  of  pasture  ground  called

acres  of  wood  grounds  called  the  Sale  alias  Higham  bushes  in  Walthamstowe  now  in  the  tenure  or  occupation 
of  Sir  William  Rowe  or  his  assigns  and  all  those  his  four  messuages  or  tenements  with  their  appurtenances  in 
Walthamstowe  in  the  several  tenures  of  John  Russell,  Tylemaker,  John  Page,  Leonard  Smith  and  John  Taylor, 
and  rents,  profits,  etc.,  from  all  for  three  score  years  commencing  from  the  feast  day  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John 
Baptist  next.  This  Indenture  is  for  the  joint  use  and  benefit  of  both  the  said  parties  hereto  and  is  to  remain  in 
the  hands  and  keeping  of  John  Pyott  for  the  equal  use  of  both  the  said  parties.

1652.  Manor  of  Walthamstovve  Toney.  At  a  View  of  Frank  Pledge  with  Court  Baron  of  Charles 
Maynard,  esqr.,  there  held  the  8  June,  1652,  before  Francis  Phelips,  esq.,  steward. 

At  this  (ourt  it  was  presented  by  the  homai^e  that  John  Benfeild  did  out  of  court  surrender  four  acres  of  land 
in  the  common  field  called  Broomefeild  and  two  acres  of  land  in  the  common  field  called  Millfield  within  the 
manor  to  Mary  Rowe,  the  wife  of  Robert  Rowe  of  Low  Layton,  esqr.,  for  and  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life 
and  after  her  decease  to  Robert  Rowe.

Indenture  of  26  March,  1662,  between  Sr.  William  Rowe  of  Higham  Hills  in  the  parish 
of  Walthamstowe,  knight,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Eyre,  late  of  the  parish  of  Corrough 
Ny  Slady,  co.  Waterford,  Ireland,  esqr.,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  of  the  other  part. 

Whereas  Sr.  William  Rowe,  together  with  Robert  Rowe,  late  of  Lowe  Leighlon,  esqr.,  deceased,  and  John  Pyott 
of  the  same,  esqr.,  did  by  deed  of  19  May,  1665,  for  £200  grant  to  John  Eyres  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  the  property 
as  described  in  the  deed  of  that  date  then  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of  William  Dawson,  but  now  of  Daniel 
Bernard,  provided  that  if  at  any  time  within  the  space  of  seven  years  then  next  ensuing  Sir  William  Rowe 
should,  at  his  own  proper  charges  in  the  law  in  lieu  of  the  premises  thereby  granted,  convey  and  assure  any 
otlier  freehold  lands  in  the  parish  of  Walthamstow  until  the  full  and  clear  yearly  value  of  £30  to  John  Eyre  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  then  they  shall  and  will  accept  of  and  be  well  satisfied  and  contented  with  the  same.  Now 
this  Indenture  witnesseth  that  Sir  William  Rowe  in  consideration  of  £200  hath  given,  granted,  etc.,  to  John  Eyre 
and  Elizabeth  his  now  wife,  their  heirs,  etc.,  for  ever  in  lieu  of  all  and  every  the  bargained  premises  all  that  piece 
of  pasture  land  called  Knight's  field  containing  by  estimation  9  acres  now  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of 
Nicholas  Spackman,  and  one  other  piece  of  land  called  Create  Dunoakes  containing  10  acres  now  in  the  tenure 
of  Philipp  Wakering,  and  all  those  other  pieces  of  land  called  Kingsfields  and  Sheiffiekls,  containing  altogether 
12  acres  now  in  tenure  of  John  Pookey,  all  of  which  premises  are  freehold  and  in  the  parish  of  Walthamstowe 
and  are  of  the  yearly  value  of  £30,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  premises  from  immediately  after  the  decease  of 
Dame  Elizabeth  Rowe,  the  now  wife  of  Sr.  William  Rowe,  unto  John  Eyre  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.

Hertford,  to  the  use  of  Elizabeth 
Reddall  if  she  should  survive  Sir  Philip  Monoux,  deceased,  to  secure  to  her  the  yearly  sum  of  £540,  payable 
quarterly  for  90  years,  and  after  the  end,  expiration  or  other  determination  of  the  said  term  of  90  years  to  the  use 
of  all  and  every,  or  such  one  or  more  of  the  children  of  Sir  Philip  Monoux,  deceased,  of  the  body  of  Elizabeth 
Reddall  his  then  intended  wife  to  be  begotten  and  Ambrose  Reddall  and  Judy  his  wife  agree  to  surrender  the 
lands  in  the  manors  of  Ivinghoe  and  Great  Gaddesden  to  which  they  were  admitted  on  the  death  of  her  father 
John  Wells  and  then  in  tenure  of  John  Hetts,  James  Wilson,  Benjamin  Johnson  and  Richard  Collyer  and  also 
the  copyhold  lands,  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Ivinghoe  situate  at  Aston  in  the  parish  of  Ivinghoe  in  the  several 

tenures  of  William  Horn  and  North  to  which  Judy  Reddall  was  admitted  on  the  death  of  Amy  Wells 

her  mother  to  the  same  trustees  and  upon  the  same  trusts  as  before  mentioned,  and  further  reciting  that  by 
Indenture  bearing  the  date  on  or  about  6th  of  Feliruary  1727  (meaning  1627)  made  between  Thomas  Smith,  esq., 
of  the  one  part  and  Thomas  Wells  the  younger  and  John  Wells  and  Sarah  Wells,  spinster,  of  the  other  part,
